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2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1,6-8, 10 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by applicant's specification ("BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION" and 
FIG. 4A (PRIOR ART)). 

As per independent claim 1 , Eq. (1) could be implemented in three levels of 
combinatorial logic, i.e., INVERT-AND-OR levels. The equation (1): 

PP = (a b- ,b.b + ... + a. b. b b). Therefore, the claim read on applicant's 
Eq. (1) in the basic INVERT-AND-OR levels. 

As per dependent claims 6-8, the claims read on applicant's Eq. (1) in the basic 
INVERT-AND-OR levels. 

Due to the similarity of claims 10 and 12-15 to claims 1 and 6-8, they are rejected 
under a similar rationale. 

5. Claims 2-5, 9, 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest: (1) the "partial product bit generator circuit" having 
the detail of first, second and third circuit as recited in dependent claim 2 and 
independent claims 30, 37 and 45; (2) the "method for use in performing multiplication" 
having the detail of THREE generating steps as recited in dependent claim 1 1 and 
independent claims 17 and 44.
